On this point Mr. Hogan held that the 


proceeding against his client -\vas of a 
criminal nature. 
He said that its pur- 


pose "was to try a title to a public office 
created by the sovereign power and that 
if the court decided that it was held illeg- 
ally it could impose a fine as well as issue 
a judgment of ousler. 
;tThi3 is an information at common 


law,'' said Mr. Hogan, ':nol regulated by 
any statute for the usurpation of an office, 
-winch the Attorney General has a right to 
fill ex-oEcio, in tlve name and behalf of 
the commonwealth. The information is 
iu its natare a prosecution for some offense 
against the government by an application 
lo a court of criminal procedure.

statute has been passed in this contmon- 
-vealth taking away its criminal character. 
If a person is charged with the offense of 
having usurped a public office, he is there- 
by liable to a judgment ar.d fine, if fine is 
not paid, imprisonment -would follow. 


"Such a person, it Is contended, is en- 


titled to a trial by jury by virtue of the 
following clause of article V2 of the bill of 
rights, 'and no subject shall be arrested, 
imprisoned, despoiled or deprived of his 
property, immunities or privileges put out 
of the protection of the law, exiled or de- 
prived of his life, liberty or estate, but by

tended that by the following clause, of 
article 15, of the bill of rights, the re- 
spondent is entitled to a trial by jury, as 
of right. 
LIn any controversies concern- 


ing property, and all suits between two or 
more persons, except in cases in which it 
has heretofore been otherwise used and 
practised, the parties 
trial by jury.'

"At common law, in proceedings in in- 


formation in the nature of quo warranto, 
the respondent is entitled to a trial by 
jnrr. -An action to try title to public office 
is one of legal, not equitable, cognizance, 
and the issues therein are strictly legal and 
triable by jury. In Alabama, Michigan 
and }Teiv York the courts have held that 
respondents had a constitutional right to 
a trial by jury in information in the nature 
of a quo warranto.'' 


F. W. Qua, for the plaintiff, 
claimed 


that information in the nature of quo wa 
ranto in this commonweath is not a crim- 
inal, but a civil proceeding. It does not 
subject the defendant to punishment o£ 
any kind, and If entitled to trial by jury, 
it must be because this case comes within 
the provisions of section 15 of the bill of 
rights, wherein the right of trial by jury is 
guaranteed in certain enumerated cases. 
The plaintiff contends that It does not 
come within these provisions. It is clear- 
Ij- not a controversy concerning property; 
neither is it a suit between two or more 
persons within the meaning of the section 
trailer consideration. The word "person" 
in law does not include the state or govern- 
ment. 


liNo case can be found hi this common- 


wealth where a jury trial has been had 
a similar action." 


Chief Justice Field said Mr. Hogan's 


contention was one that hart never Tjeen 
directly passed upon in this country. 
It 


would therefore require serious considera- 
tion. If a jury trial were allowed it might 
be had on April 15, so the question of de- 
lay would net be considered. He intimat- 
ed that the puestion would be thoroughly 
examined and a written decision handed 
down in a few days, probably upon Fri- 
day. 


The full bench decides upon whether 


President Sullivan should have a trial by 
jury on the charge of holding an office il- 
legally. It willnot enter into the evidence 
in the case nor interfere with Judge 
Knowlton's decision as to the judgment o 
ouster. 
Should a trial by jury be grantee 


no matter what the verdict ma'y be an ap 
peal cau be taken by the losing side so lha' 
the proceedings might be prolonged per 
haps to the end of "the ytar. 
Should a 


trial by jury be granted the entire evi- 
dence would be gone over again and more 
fnlly perhaps than by the Supreme court. 
Hr. Hogan is to be congratulated upon 


his able plea. The matter raises a new 
question of law in this - country and one 
thit will establish a precedent for all time.

WASHINGTON, April 3. — Word has 


reached hero of a remarkable demonstra- 
tion at Caracas, expressive of tho common 
sentiment of tho United States and Ven- 
ezuela in upholding tho Monroo doctrine, 
It occurred on the visit of the United 
States sqmidron, under Admiral Meade, 
The officers wore mot by govominant offi- 
cials and escorted with much pomp to tha 
Oapitol. 


The entire press of tho city united In a 


movement urging the 
government; to 


erocb a Btntuo co ex-President Monroe, of 
tho United States, as a memorial to tho 
A-merlcnn scntimont for the Monroo doc- 
trine. The chief significance of the event 
is its coming at a time wlun tho.United 
States la taking active part in the conven- 
tion between Groat Britain and Venezuela 
pvor the boundary question. 


Prior to the arrival oC the American, 


sfficers, a proclamation was issued asking 
the people to ineeit them at the depot: and 
accord thorn due honor. They wore also 
•met by several members • of tho cabinet 
.ind by two officers especially designated 
l:o represent tho minister of foreign af- 
ftiirs. From this time forward there |Waa 
around of entertainment. They worji re- 
coived by President Crespo, nud ato rebep- 
tion given in their honor, all the meuibers 
of the cabinet, oicopt the minister of for- 
eign affairs, who mis sick, were present. 


Croapo's Farewell Letter. 


When tho Americans ware about to de- 


part, Presidont, Crespo Issued an official 
letter to Admiral Mcado, in tho course of 
which he says: "In tho name of tho Ven- 
ezuelan government and oC myself I ex- 
press to your excellency and your associ- 
ates a most affectionate farewell, at the ' 
same time regretting thai your stay has 
been so short that we could not further 
demonstrate to your noble American sail- 
ors the profound friendship which our peo- 
ple and our government has toward the 
people and government of tho great repub- 
lic of the United States." 


Admiral- Meade acknowledged Presi- 


dent Crespo's expression oE the friendly 
sentiment existing between the United 
States and Venezuela, and assured the 
president that tho sentiment of affection 
was fully reciprocated.

ister ac "VVashlnRtou, has received a cable 
from Caracas announcing the formation 
of a new cabinet, as follows: Minister of 
tho interior.

line, but in tho view of the state depart- 
ment this is pure- evasion of tho real issue, 
for tlioro never has been any reason for 
the assertion of British tight to this terri- 
tory, and It is the territory lying east of 
this lino that forms the substanoe of tho 
contention.

The present situation Is bollovsd to be 


alarming, as arnvid bodies of British and 
Venezuelans are pressing each 
other 


closely iu the disputed territory, and thero 
may bo a hostile clash at any moment. 
The administration has been considering 
carefully the course to be pursued In such 
case, and it is entirely probable that if the 
British persist in bringing about this col- 
lision through failure to heed tho repeated 
warnings and requests of the United 
States to submit the matter to a fair ar- 
bitration, thon tha United States will feel 
called to follow the moral aid it has given 
to Venezuela 
in this matter by more 


substantial assistance.

Tnte the spring gowns. One Is of fine 


broadcloth In copper color. Tho ssirt is 
cut Tvith an extremely wide flare and has 
organ pipe plaits in tho tack. The waist 
joins the skirt without any perceptible 
belt. Down tho sides in front are douhlo 
flat bands of applo green faille, edged 
round with coppor colored silk cord, 
•which forms a fancy pattern nt tho bot- 
tom of tho bands. 
The waist Is quito 


plain in tho back, without any soam, but 
It does not roach quite to the nock in tho 
back nor in front. The-spaco Is filled with 
•whito and gray brocade. 
There is a 


braided scallop and pattern made of 
the cord on tho waist whoro It joins tho 
yoke. There are enormous double brotolles 
inudo of the green faille over others of 
white silk.

It would need a 
Ttiry courageous lady to wear such a gown 
on the street, and yet It Is very tasteful 
cud above all stylish. 


Another very Frenchy gown was made 


of pale biscuit diagonal cheviot in light 
•woight. On the left side of the skirt 
thcro •were laid two or three email plaits, 
and thcso wero faced with white satin and 
that showed slightly. 
On tho right slda 


the seam was left open all the way down 
about 134 inches at the bottom, and this 
tapered to a point. 
Tho inset was of 


white satin. There wos a sories of bows 
of eld gold velvet, graduated in size, 
set along over tha opening. At tho hip 
-vero eight drab silk covered buttons. The 
waist wag rounded slightly in front, hut 
cnt away to show a vest of old gold velvet, 
above which wero sii buttons, and above 
this ngoin the waist was cut out in one 
narrow lino to show the velvet under- 
neath.

called, to follow the moral aid it has siven 
to Venezuela
